1919, in a Vickers-Vimy plane, at 4.28 
o'clock in the afternoon. Weather 
conditions were decidedly unfavorable. 
The report of the trip showed that it 
was possible to thake only three ob- 
servations during the voyage. In 
spite of these difficulties the fliers 
spanned the Atlantic and landed at 
Ireland 8.40 o’clock on the morning of 
June 16, after a total flight of 16 
hours and 12 minutes. 

The Vickers-Vimy aeroplane that 
was flown om this great flight was at 
the time one of the largest land type 
machines actually assembled. It was 
fitted with two British Rolls-Royce 
motors of 350 horse power. It had 
gasoline capacity of 865 gallons, giv- 
ing an estimated flying radius of 
2,440 miles and the distance covered 
was 1,960 miles. 

When the remarkable growth of 
airplane efficiency and motor effici- 
ency in the last decade is considered, 
this first trans-Atlantic flight must 
‘be accorded the highest praise for 
‘both daring and accomplishment. No 
one would detract in any degree from 
the achievements of later fliers who 
faced the perils of the Atlantic flight 
but the excitement created by their 
successes should not dim the memory 
of the greater deed of those British 
airmen, who, when much less was 
known about the requirements of aer- 
onautics, first triumphed in the air | 
passage from America to Europe.

OF COMMONS 


When Premier King, a few days 
ago, moved in parliament that for the 
balance of the session al} divorce bills 
received from the Senate be read a 
first and second time forthwith and 
then referred to the committee on 
private bills, he raised quite a little 
storm of protest. 

The motion means that divorce bills 
will be brought down in batches: from 
the Senate, given two readings with- 
out examination, and be passed on ty 
the private bills committee. 
| There, as one member said, these 
bills are rarely inquired into, the ev- 
idence is infrequently read, and the 
entire procedure takes on the aspect | 
of machine methods.
